Andrew Jackson, 1829-’37 
By Alexander R. George 
W ashington 
(A P )—The 
inau­ 
guration 
of 
Andrew 
Jackson, 
seventh president of 
the 
United 
States, was celebrated with much 
“ whoopee” by the people, “some in 
finery, s >me in rags,” who idolized 
the 
“chivalrous 
barbarian” from 
the frontier state of Tennessee. 
Grieving at the recent death of 
his wife, 
whom he 
had tenderly 
cared 
for 
and fiercely defended 
yfH^nst a “whispering cam paign" 
(Impolitical enemies, the old w ar­ 
rior journeyed from his home. The 
H erm itage, to Washington to the 
plaudits of a people who saw in 
him the embodiment of the demo­ 
cratic ideals of the west. 
A crowd estimated at from 10,- 
000 to 20,000 jammed W ashington 
to see its hero 
take the 
oath of 
office March 4, 1829. “ I never saw 
such a crowd before,” said Daniel 
Webster. 
“ Persons have come 500 
miles to see General Jackson and 
they really seem 
to 
think 
the 
country is rescued 
from dreadful , 
danger.” 
Scene in Capital 
The scene in the capital is de­ 
scribed by John Spencer Bassett in 
his biography of Jackson: 
“ By IO o’clock the avenue was I 
crowded with 
carriages of every 
description, 
from 
the 
splendid 
baronet and coach down to wagons 
and carts filled 
with 
women and 
children, in all 
manner of dress, i 
for it was the 
people’s 
president 
and this was the people's day; the 
men all walked.” 
Before noon the steps surround- j 
ing terraces and the large enclosed I 
yard to the 
east of 
the 
capitol ; 
were “alive with humanity." Peo- J 
pie on

front, 
looking ‘ 
down Pennsylvania avenue, saw a
